LONDON RULES. 


How the Price of Silver is Kept 


Down.

YOKK, July 21.— The 
Post's 


Washington correspondent fays : 


So mucli eriticisni has been parsed 


upon the policy of the treasury in de- 
lerinining thu price which it should pay 
for silver bullion and the question raised 
in to many quarters as to whether the 
London market' or New York market 
should be used as a basis il was sug- 
gested today to Mr. Preston, acting di- 
rector of tho mint, the wisdom of ex- 
plaining earlv to the public the theory 
upon which the treasury is proceeding. 


"1 claim," said Preston, fttlml in ac- 


cordance wilh law tho price of silver in 
Llie London market must necessarily be 
taken into account. It is tho price of 
silver there that regulates llic price of 
iilvcr the world over. The London' rate 
lias regulated it all through this century 
and regulates it now. -The London rate 
controlled the commercial value of silver 
even when tho mints of the Latin union 
were open to the unrestricted coinage 
of silver. Ask a banker in Paris, Mel- 
jonrne, Calcutta or Hongkong the price 
of silver, and before answering he will 
consult the latest London quotations." 


Mtist Not Discriminate. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.— The decision 


of thu United Stales supreme court in 
.ho case of the Union Pacific vs. Ciood- 
ridge, just reported, holds that all ship- 
lurs must be treated by a carrier with 
ibt-olute equality, distinctly recognizes 
.he right of law making bodies to repn- 
ate railways through railway commis- 
sions, especially that fealure of slate 
mil federal regulations which requires 
carriers to obtain pet-mission of the 
commission before granting lower rales 
.0 piirsons and places. The case was 
irought under tlie statute of Colorado, 
which prohibits any discrimination. H 
s practically Ihe same language a» was 
(inployed in the interstate commerce 
aws. The discrimination charged was

ot electricity 'in modern civilization have 
•in especial interest tor women, says the 
New York 1'ress. The use of electricity 
in the household, hitherto mainly con- 
lined to lighting and Io signal hollH. 
promises soon to be extended to both 
cooking and heating. There seems now 
to remain only the question of compara- 
tive cost for families of limited incomes 
to consider. The practicability of cook- 
ing by electricity has been demon- 
strated before, but marked alteiitiuii luis 
been called to the subject by its elabor- 
ate and attractive illustration at the 
World'B Fair. The principle, of course, 
is the development of heat by resistance 
to the passage of the electrical current. 
The broiler for a steak, for example, is a 
iiorcelaiu plate, in which a network ,.f 
wires is imbedded. The steak rests 
upon a metal framework above this 
broiler. A turn o f » knob, and the 
wires iKcomo incandescent, and in four 
minutes the Bleak is cooked. In an 
oven Ihc heal can be regulate,! to any 
ilesircd degree, the temperature being 
Bliown by a thermometer hanging ill- 
aide and readily Rcen through a glass 
door. By attaching an insulated wire lu 
her uatiron, the mistress of the laundry 
can iron the most delicate fabrics with 
exactly regulated heat, and with never a 
stop to change. By turning a BWltch at 
the head of his bed a man can start up 
the electric, radiator and warm the room 
before rising to dress. Tliis device 
eliminates from facetious literature the 
old problem as to which of a married 
couple should rise on a cold winter s 
morning to light the kitchen fire. There 
are other devices of household con- 
venience, too numerous to describe, but
